FOUR EXCURSION TRAINS. 


Several luterestiiu? Eveutn at the 
Park—Not An Accident or An 
Unpleasant Incident. 


Providence smiled upon the St. 
Louis City Drummers’ association 
excursion to Sedalia yesterday, the 
weather being delightful for an out- 
ing. 
At 6 o’clock a. m. the citizens’ 
reception committee of loo met at 
Sicher’s hotel, and, a few minutes 
later, preceded by the Sedalia Mili- 
tary band, marched to the depot, 
where the first train load of visitors, 
ten cars 
in 
all, 
and 
numbering 
about 600 guests, arrived over the 
Missouri, Kansas and Eastern road 
at 6:30 o’clock. 
Hastily 
forming 
into line, they 
were escorted to the different hotels, 
where still other citizens took them 
in 
charge 
and 
provided 
various 
kinds of entertainment. 
A 7:05 o’clock a second train of 
thirteen cars, carrying 700 passen- 
gers, pulled in over the 
Missouri 
^Pacific, and twenty minutes later a 
third train with twelve cars arrived 
over 
the 
Missouri, 
Kansas 
and 
Eastern, swelling the total number 
of St. Louisans to something like 
over 1,800. 
At about 12:15 p. m. 
the Kansas City delegation arrived 
over the Missouri Pacific, a train of 
nine cars, carrying 500 persons.

addition, delegations were present

all the 
surrounding 
towns, giving a grand total of about 
2,500 visitors in the city. 


VISITED CAPITOL HILL. 
During the forenoon and early in 
the afternoon scores of excursion­ 
ists, who were accompanied by la­ 
dies, boarded the electric cars and 
visited the different points of inter­ 
est in and around the city.

new capitol building of 
the state 
after the proposition is voted upon 
in 1896, was another point of in­ 
terest. 
At the noon hour the hotels and 
restaurants were crowded to their 
utmost capacity.
